Testimony Of Tlie First Day Mer 


Uniinprtant. 


ALFKED, ME., Oct, 30.—The tiial of 


George H. Champion, on the charge of 
quadruple murder, was 
commenced 


here today at the continued session of 
the September term of the supremo 
court, before Judge Andrew P. »Wis- 
well of Ellsworth. Champion exhibit 
ed the same calm demeanor that has 
distinguished him during his stay in 
jail. Although the grand jury indicted 
Champion for murder of all four per 
sons who lost their lives in the West 
Newfield tragedy, he will be tued this 
time only on the charge of murdering 
Mrs. Elsie W. Home, who was em- 
ployed as housekeeper at the Goodwin 
homestead. 
The state holds 
that 


Champion is responsible for the deaths 
of George W. G-oodwm, filaie W Horne, 
Fred Bertsch ind Scott G. Goodwin, at 
the Goodwin homestead in the village 
of West Newfield, Maine, near tho New 
Hampshire boundary line. It was an 
nounced soon after court opened that 
State Attorney William P Hafues of 
Waterville, who was to have taken pare 
in the prosecution, wonld not be ab'e 
to be present at tho ttial owing to the 
serious ir.jnry to an eye. Tuna the 
whole burden of the state's case will be 
thrown upon Gou&ty Attorney William 
S. Mathews of Berwick. The work of 
securing a ]ury progressed rapidly, 
considering the wide interest which the 
case has created, and it was just 11:35 
when the twelfth and last man was ac 
copied by both sides. 
When he had 


taken tin seat in the jury box Judge 
Wiswell gave them a short talk, in- 
structing them as to their duties, and 
thon Charles B. Goodwin, a farmer oi 
Berwiok, was chosen as foreman. Nine

ments against Champion, County At- 
torney Mathews outlined the case of 
the state. The four hundred persons 
who crowded the court room to the 
doors listened with the closest attention 
to him. The testimony introduced to 
day was mostly unimportant.

tained to the presence of Champion at 
the Goodwin farm on the night of the 
fire, the discovery of the lire and the 
subsequent taking of the remains from 
the ruins.

HU Name Was Norvell. 


"The office of postmaster of Detroit 


was lif-ld in the early days with fierce te- 
nacity -by James Abbott, a "Whig," re- 
marked an attorney. "Abbott was post-* 
master from 1806 to 1831 and had con- 
trol of the original office on Woodward 
avenue. Despite numerous strong efforts 
to remove him, he held on firmly in the 
face of the most powerful opposition and 
had begun to assume proprietary airs 
when the appointment was given to John 
Norvell, Democrat. 
Mr. Norvell, who 


was a United States senator from Mich- 
igan from 1835 to 1841, had a delightful 
sense of humor, and when he walked into 
thu postoffice with his commission be 
struck a pose and began: 
" 'My,name is Norvell'— 
"Mr. Abbott didn't wait to hear any- 


thing about the Grampian hills. He jump- 
ed from the official chair he bad warmed 
so long aud strode indignantly from the 
building. Nor was he ever seen around 
the office from that day. For a long timc 
after that 'My name is Norvell' was 
quite a familiar quotation in Detroit."—

When they 
have otice, sorted to sing -with air their 
might and main so tpat the beads of per- 
spiration trickle down their cheeks, they 
offer « sight that would put any stranger 
on the ran. Their howling far surpasses 
than of a pack of wolves. 


"Fifty braves had gathered on this oc- 


casion and two chiefs who put on a great 
many airs. The' cause of the feeling of 
superiority-, with these chiefs is that the 
government hai» "appointed them as Judges 
to settle all ^disputes and trivial differ- 
ences that may arise ainong.t'lie members 
of, the tribe. On 'account of this they 
have the 'opinion that they possess a 
great deal of Wjsdoiii and must be re- 
spected accordingly.. One can readily Im- 
agine that these chiefs are the .worst ras- 
cals' among the Indians, except possibly 
the medicine mtin.' 


"Some of the braves became impatient 


whett they wpre compelled to wait a short 
time for the supper and went outside to 
roattt a sheep at their own expense over 
a eampflre. But we were all soon seated 
about the table in the hut and enjoying 
ouj; supper immensely. 
After we had 


partaken of tile meal a large earthen dish 
was brought forth, and the medicine 
man. who then acted in the capacity of 
pnest, began the making of a pudding. 
We ascertained from the Indians at our 
side that this was to be the wedding cake. 
.White seated iu the hut the approach of 
many horses could be hcaid. These, we 
learned, were from the bridegroom as 
pay to his father-in-law for hist prospec- 
tive bride. 


"After the pudding was well done, It 


was placed in a basket made for that 
special purpose, and the medicine man, 
carrying a jug of water and the basket, 
headed the procession of the bride and 
her friends to a new hut, where the 
bridegroom stood in waiting for his fu- 
tuic wife. We followed the procession 
and entered the hut, where we were gh- 
eu reserved seats at the side of the medi- 
cine man. He commanded the bride and 
groom to be seated next each other. 
Then, taking the jug, he poured water on 
the hands of the bride and commanded 
her to wash both hands of her future 
husband. 
Thereupon 
the 
bridegroom 


was commanded to do likewise to the 
han,ds of his bride. This ceremony im- 
pressed us a gieat dtfal, for it shows the 
trna mutual submission both husband 
and wife must be willing to undergo. 


"After the hands of both had been 


washed the wedding Cake, or, rather, 
pudding, was placed before the bridal 
pair, and after it had been covered with 
holy powder the exact places where they 
must cat from it with their hugers was 
pointed out to them. Following the com- 
mand, the young-man put bis light hand 
into the, pudding and began eating, the 
bride followed his example and began to 
oat of the pudding where the impression 
of her future husband's fingers were still

In order to have the .Jbc«t<.jSUQO<!w ,in 


growing house plant* for the windows in 
winter the first thing is good, healthy 
plants, free' from insect*.' People often 
fail to revive a sickly plant. The aim 
should be to get good soil from the florist 
or from a pasture. It matters not whether 
it be a geranium or a palm, the best of 
care is necessary for success. Nothing ia 
more beautiful than a window filled with 
flno flowering plants in midwinter, but to 
have a lot of plants 8 feet high,-not a leaf 
on them, is not, inviting, and they require 
as much care ns tho healthy plants. • 


The practice of most plant buyers Is to 


get thorn ot tho florist in the spring, plant 


1 them in tho garden and let them grow all 
summer. When the first frost comes, they 
will lift the largo plants, full of bud and 
bloom, out of the ground and pot them. 
In a fow days the plants begin to lose 
their fohogo and wilt. The .best-way'to 
do is to cut away about two-thirds of _thre 
plant and make them "start new roots and 
new growth, though it puts off flowering 
for some titoo. The best way to have good 
house plants is to buy what are wanted iu 
Hay, put in good sized pots, and plunge 
the pots iu the earth. See that good drain- 
age is obtained,' put a small board on the 
bottom to keep out the worms, and about 
•every *wo weeks turn around to keep the 
Toots from going through the bottom of 
pot Keep well watered through the sum- 
mer, and by fall you will have flue plants 
that w ill produce more flowers than half a 
do/un poor ones Tho best plants for flow- 
ering iu winter are geraniums, Chinese 
primrose* calla, cyclamens, cineraria, car- 
nations, Easter lilies, lllium, freeslas, be- 
gonias and many others. 


Insects should iitn cr be seen on plants. 


Regular use of tobacco smoke at least 
twico each week will drive them away. 
Tho red spider often does much mischief 
bofoiu he is discovered, A dry, hot at- 
moBphcro favors his production. 
To pro- 


veift him keep the plants moist and 
syringe them. Bulbs, ferns, palms, etc., 
make good plants for home culture. Most 
housu plants do well in an average tem- 
perature of not more than 60 degrees at 
night, w itb 30 or 35 degrees higher itx tho 
daytime. Plants are often put in the cel- 
lar for tho winter 
They will live, but 


nut make as good a plant as a cutting 
rooted in March. Wo hove to watch them 
closely In the greenhouses. If men in the 
florist business could raise plants by put- 
ting them under a bench in tho winter, 
tbpy would got rich In a few years. Flow- 
ering plants need tho best sunlight, while 
foliage plants will thrive without the 
bright sun. Plants should not bo put up 
too high in a room, for the air is too hot 
and dry there.—Uticu Press.

„ High in tbe mountains the nimble foot- 
ed chinchilla ate caught and killed by 
half savage Indians. Tact and ikill are 
needed to lure the cautious little animal 
from its hole iu the earth. ' Originally 
the Indians used to use cactus prongs, 
which are long and sharp, to capture 
thiyn in thcK* holes by impaling them on 
thu end of this natural spear. This punc- 
tured the skin and impaired its \alue. 
The trappers tued to smoke the chin- 
chUla out by making great fires near the 
entrance of the but rows, but the smoke, 
it was found, caubCd the skin to turn yel- 
low, which senously depreciated its val- 
ue, Now the more progressive Indians 
ut,g dynamite. 


After locating the chinchilla they form 


a network ot grass and hardy plants, 
which is placed aiound the hill ofl the 
tside of "which the animal digs its holes. A 
dynamite cartridge with a time fuse at- 
tached is then discharged in the, center of 
the net, which frightens the chinchilla so 
, that they leave their holes and scamper 
wildly to and fro about the space inside 
the net. The Indians then dash into the 
arena with clubs and kill them by strik- 
ing them over the head. This is consid- 
ered the easiest and best method of kill- 
ing them, as it does not in any wny^dam- 
nge the skins, which vary in value'froih 
$3 to $15 each. When it is considered 
thut as many as 100 animals are killed in 
one soi tie of this character, the value of 
the skins to the Indians, who are shrewd 
couimeicial traders, may be imagined. 


Some of tbe tribe own fenets, which 


they use to good advantage. They pay 
as much as $5 for one. The ferrets are 
taken to the mountain tops and seat 
through the furiows, chasing the chin- 
chilla out into the open, where they aic 
clubbed to death with celerity by the 
waiting Indians. The skins aie removed 
immediately and placed on shrubs, to dry. 
The evening meal ot the trappers often 
consists of the bodies of the slain 10- 
dents, the meat of which is white and 
tender. The hearts of the latter are giv- 
en to the ferrets. 


A great part of the trapping is done at 


night, the chinchilla seldom being visible 
in the du.vtime. The nights are cool and 
clear, and. theic being but little vege- 
tation at the height where the chinchilla 
are caught, the mountains arc f6r a long 
period each month illuminated by the 
rays of the moon, enabling tho Indians 
to move about with gicat agility for 
their prey. The chinchilla lives princi- 
pally on herbs and often when it comes 
out to feed Is trapped by the Indians. 


Four times a year the tribes descend 


into the semicivilized villages at the base 
of the mountains with their skins. There 
they are met by the various agents of the 
European fur bouses. One American 
house hus its representative thine too. 
'The occasion of the Indians' arrival Is 
usually made a leligious festival.— Chi' 
cago Timeb-IIeruld.

The ueives of the iutciual organs 
are much mote concerned with regulating 
functions und conttolling the sue of the 
blood vessels than with tho conveyance 
of seusoiy impressions to the brain. Life 
would, in fuet, be unbearable if the fune- 
tious of animal life in a uoiuiul condition 
caused sensation, uud they would cause 
it if the organs wue lichly supplied with 
sensory nerves. 


Every surgeon knows, for example, 


that the human intestine is, when its 
muscular coat is at test, almost as in- 
bensitive as the hair or nulls. In the op- 
eration of opening the intestine, often ic- 
quired m the piescnco of malignant dis- 
ease, the cut in the skin and the business 
of fixing the gut to the skin would be 
veiy painful, and deep nnicsthesia is re- 
<iuiied. Two days later, when the gut In 
its new position has to be opened, the 
patient is told to shut his eyes, and ho 
feels nothing—he does not even wince- 
while a wound nearly two inches long is 
made in the intestinal wall with either 
knife or hot iron. This has been proved 
by many hundreds of cases, and certainly 
U Is not to be explained as due to stoi- 
cism on the part of the patient. Other 
important op*rations have been done 
without nnicsthesta except for the skin 
cut and without giving rise to suffering 
of at all a severe kind.—Edinburgh Re- 
view.

No fire wag found 
in "the meeting houw" in olden time, and 
comparatively recently foot stoves were 
carried to church, aa were tallow candles 
10 the evening meetings. la 1737 the im- 
portant vital question at a legal town 
uitwting was, "Shall men and their wives 
be seated together in pews?" and the vote 
was an emphatic "JS'o!" 
1 


In 1744, "about the beginning of Jona- 


than Edwards,' trouble in the parish, it 
was voted not "to p"ay the charge of bring- 
bis daughter from Brookfield." In 1738 
this appears on the town records: "Tak- 
ing into consideration the difficulty Mr. 
Edwards hath labored under this jear 
and some time past with respect to his 
firewood, the town voted that those per- 
sons who have not this year brought him 
a load, of wood might have liberty- her 
tweeu this time and next Tuesday night 
to bring each one his load of wood." If 
there was not a sufficiency of wood by 
that time, the town, then voted, the se- 
lectmen should see that the deficiency 
was met at the cost of the town. 


Later, in 1789, we fiud in the warrant 


for town meeting this entiy: "To pro- 
cure firewood for the Ilev. Mr. Williams; 
to choose a committee to seat the meet- 
ing house." A most seiious business to 
decide who should take preference in the 
broad nisles. Th*'"uigger pew," well re- 
membered by the writer, caused no trou- 
ble to said ofiiccr, ns that was readily 
accepted by the "colored brethren," like 
cows in the stable, who wept dutifully to 
their separate stalls. 


Not only the living had special rules 


governing their fon,duct, but the rules 
about the dead werp very quaint, as by 
this rcpoit of a committee, May 11, 1780, 
to v\ horn had been referred the ccjnduct 
of funeials, as follows; 


"Wheieas, It is the opinion of tbld 


town thut funerals ought to be conducted 
with gn«nt doconpyiand decorum in order 
to inipicsb on rising and risen generations 
the itupottunce of the awful solemnity, 
und to render the house of mourning bet- 
ter than the house of feasting, be it 
thcrofote iccotnmonded to all the Inhab- 
itants of this town to observe the follow- 
ing regulations at funerals: 


"First— Thut the relatives of the deceaa* 


ed follow next the corpse, two and two. 


"Second— If the deceased was a male 


person the males are to follow nest the 
mourners, two and two, and the women 
after them, two and two; but if the de- 
censed wns a woman, then the women 
are to follow nest the mourners and the 
men after them. 


••Thud— Those on horseback are to fol- 


low in after tbu foot folks, horses two 
and two, and the carnages are to follow 
in the iear of * the procession. And it is 
requested that no poison walk or ride on 
either side, the procession from the house 
to the gi-avo," 


Ten of the prominent men of the city 


were appointed and requested to attend 
at funerals .aiid to regulate the procession 
thus recommended uutil the same shall 
.become habitual to the people. In 1745 
the question was rained in the annual 
town meeting "it the town would be at 
ithe expanse of coloring the meeting 
house, and it passed in the negative!" 
Evidently they thought that nature wo-ald 
do it without expense. Not till 1749 were 
the forts and fortifications of the town 
demolished und the timber and boards 
sold for thp beufit of the town. Laws 
wore passed jehitivc to the schooling of 
boys and the amount of wood they should 
bring to the schoolhouso. Girls were ->C 
no account iu those days.— Springheld 
Republican.
